RECORD OF TOWN MEETING — 1961 


Articles in 1961 Town Warrant and Proceedings of the 
Town Meeting, March 14, 1961 


The annual Town Meeting was opened at 10:00 by the Moderator, 
Roland Sallada and prayer was offered by the Rev. John L. Aalfs. 


The polls were opened to take care of ‘Articles 1 and 2, to stay 
open until 7:00 P. M. at which time the Moderator called the meeting 
to order. A motion was made by Robert Colburn and seconded that 
they hold the polls open until 7:30 P. M. The motion was carried by 
voice vote. 


Article 1. To choose all necessary officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To vote on the following subject: Shall the provisions 
of Chapter 171A of the revised Laws relative to playing games of Beano 
be adopted in this Town? 

At 7:30 P. M. the business meeting was called to order to take 
care of the remaining articles. 

Fred Moss made a motion which was seconded, that Articles 8 
and 9 be taken up prior to Article 3, Section L. It was so voted in 
the affirmative. 


Article 8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same.

To see if the Town will vote to buy a new Austin Western 
Super 100 Grader, Plow and Wing, trade in our Caterpillar 212 Grader, 
full price $26,273.00, trade-in allowance $3,500.00, total cost to Town 
$22,773.00, and appropriate the sum of $22,773.00, or act in relation 
thereto. 

A motion was made by Fred Moss, seconded by Charles Gould, 
that the Town buy a new Austin Western Super 100 Grader, Plow and 
Wing, trade in our Caterpillar 212 Grader, full price $26,273.00, trade- 
in allowance $3,500.00, total cost to Town $22,773.00, and appropriate 
the sum of $22,773.00. 

Rene’ Cote spoke about the fact that we needed more equipment 
and it would be worthwhile to keep the old grader. After some dis- 
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cussion it was amended by Charles Gould, seconded by Merrill Todd 
that the Town buy a new Austin Western Super 100 Grader, Plow 
and wing, full price, $26,273.00, subject to any discount, and appropri- 
ate the sum of $26,273.00 less any discount received. This was a 
ballot vote: Yes 99, No 23. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to buy a new Hough 
Payloader Model H-50 with Plow and Wing, trade in our one and a 
half ton four wheel drive truck, full price $20,145.00, trade-in allowance 
$1,500.00, total cost to Town $18,645.00, and appropriate the sum 
of $18,645.00, or act in relation thereto. 

The motion was made by Raymond Barss and seconded to pass 
over Article 9.

Henry Friedrich made the motion, seconded by Robert Colburn, 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00, this year 
and each year until 1963, this money to be placed in the Trust Fund 
and to be used to finance the Bi-Centennial in 1963. The motion 
carried.

WHIPPLE FREE LIBRARY 


The library of the town of New Boston has all types of books ranging 
from those for adults all the way down to those for children who are 
learning to read. Reference books, books of non-fiction, and novels 
of all types are in good supply. For reference books we have those 
on gardening, books on hobbies, many books on religion and music, 
several on homes, bird books, New Hampshire laws, and there are 
copies of town histories including those of Weare, Francestown, Dun- 
barton, Goffstown, Mont Vernon, and New Boston. Many of these 
books have been recently rebound. 

Also for those of you who do not get certain monthly, bimonthly, 
or weekly magazines, the New Hampshire Profiles, Yankee, American 
Home, Consumer's Report, Good Housekeeping, Life, Saturday Evening 
Post, and National Geographic can be borrowed. We have had given to 
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us the Presbyterian Life, American Legion, Future Farmers, and the 
Goffstown Newspaper. 

Improvements in our library are a new oil furnace, new linoleum, 
rug by the front door, new children’s chairs, ned adults’ chairs, and 
three new Captain’s Chairs. There are also a new desk and chair for 
the librarian, some new book cases along the walls, and new steps have 
recently been built. An improved floor plan has been drawn up for 
the book stacks. 

Over $50 a month, on the average, is spent for books. One can 
also send to the State Library for special volumes. The State Bookmobile 
stops every two months. Other requested books may be borrowed from 
the Inter-Library Loan System. 

We service many people from other areas with material on genealogy. 
We also have a record of State Laws including state health. The Auto- 
Repair Manual is also available, and a very popular publication. 

A word on our circulation: In 1956 it was 1,134; in 1961 it had 
increased to 12,405. 

As we all know, we cannot read too much. You are urged to stop 
regularly at the New Boston Library for reading material which will 
afford pleasure and profit to all the family. 

The day and time on which you may obtain your book is as follows: 
Monday, 10 to 1; Wednesday, 11 to 5; at night, 7 to 8; also, Saturday 
from 2 to 5. This is a weekly total of 13 hours.

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RECORD OF SCHOOL MEETING, MARCH 18, 1961 
School District of New Boston, New Hampshire 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 P. M., by the Moderator, 
Roland Sallada. 

A motion was made by James Dane to dispense with the reading of 
the Warrant. This was seconded and so voted in the affirmative. 

A motion was made by James Dane, seconded by Philip Harvell, to 
take up Articles 1, 2, 3 and 4. It was voted and the Moderator declared 
the polls open for ballot voting. The polls closed at 8:00 P. M. and the 
meeting was called to order to take up the remaining articles. 

Moderator Roland Sallada expressed grateful thanks from Jack Banks 
for the collection taken for him at the Town Meeting. 

A motion was made by Reginald Hayes that the remaining articles be 
taken in the following order: 9, 10, 8, 5, 6, 7, 11 and 12. The motion 
was seconded and so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 9. A motion was made by Philip Harvell, seconded by Rheba 
Locke, that the New Boston School District discontinue New Boston 
High School as provided in RSA Ch. 194:35 and to have the School 
Board petition the Superior Court to that effect, and to have the School 
District pay the tuition of all high school pupils to any approved public 
high school as provided in RSA Ch. 194:27. 

Mrs. Locke explained the two plans as printed in the Town Report 
Budget Plans: Plan I, page 47, to keep the high school in New Boston, 
and Plan II, page 52, to dispense with the high school and pay tuition. 
Tuition was estimated to be $405.00 per pupil. 

Philip Harvell read a letter from West Side High in Manchester. West 
Side High could take care of all pupils from New Boston. Peterboro, 
Goffstown and Milford each would be able to take care of only a portion 
of them. There was no decision from Weare as they had not had their 
meeting. 

After much discussion, Natalie Allan made a motion, seconded by 
Philip Harvell, to stop the debate. It was so voted in the affirmative. 

The original motion was voted by ballot vote: Yes 122, No 185. 
The motion did not carry. 257 votes cast. 

Article 10. To see if the New Boston School District will vote to 
raise and appropriate a sum not exceeding $8,000.00 to provide trans- 
portation to one approved high school as determined by the School 
Board. 

A motion was made by Rheba Locke, seconded by Philip Harvell, to 
pass over Article 10. Jt was so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 8. It was moved by James Dane and seconded that the 
district will raise and appropriate $114,104.14 for the support of schools, 
for the salaries of school district officials and agents, and for the payment 
of statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received 
from the state foundation aid fund together with other income; the 
school board to certify to the selectmen the balance between the esti- 
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mated revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town. 

A motion was made by Charles French and seconded to reduce the 
above amount by $4,720.00. The motion did not carry. 

The original motion was voted in the affirmative. 

Article 5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board 
and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officers or 
agent of the district. 

A motion was made by Rheba Locke and seconded to pass over 
Article 5. It was so voted in the affirmative. 

Article 6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Charles Gould made the motion to pass over Article 6. It was so 
voted in the affirmative. 

Article 7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 

Leon Daniels made the motion to pass over Article 7. It was so voted 
in the affirmative. 

Article 11. A motion was made by James Dane and _ seconded 
that the district authorize the School Board at its discretion to make 
application for and to accept, on behalf of the district, any or all 
grants or offers for educational purposes which may now or hereafter 
be forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire and/or United 
States, providing it does not obligate the town. It was so voted in 
the hoa. 


Article 12. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 

A motion was made by Philip Harvell, seconded by Fred Chancey, 
to give James Dane a rising vote of thanks for his excellent work on 
the School Board. It was unanimous. 

A motion was made by Leon Daniels, seconded by Leo Barlow, 
that a committee of ten be appointed to study the educational ai 
building needs of the 7-12 portion of our school system, this study 
to include possible cooperation or consolidation with Weare. This 
committee is to be appointed from the floor. 

This motion was amended by Milton Elliott to add “and/or any 
other towns’. Also Howard Gagnon amended this to add “to include 
one member of the School Board and one Selectman”. The motion 
and amendments did not carry. 

A motion was made by Charles French and seconded that the 
following people be elected a committee to study possible cooperation 
with the Weare School District and any other school districts in this 
vicinity that may be interested: Milton Elliott, Leon Daniels, Mrs. 
Orr, Mrs. Chittim, Dean Yost, a member of the School Board, a ineaneae 
of the Selectmen; these seven to name their own chairman and also 
pick three more members at large, and to report back in three months 
at an adjourned meeting. 

This motion was amended by Milton Elliott and seconded to include 
all members of the School Board. 
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The motion and the amendment were voted in the affirmative. 
It was voted to adjourn until 8:00 P.M., June 24, 1961. 
The meeting adjourned at 11:55 P.M.

RECORD OF SCHOOL MEETING, JUNE 24, 1961 


School District of New Boston, New Hampshire 


The annual school meeting of March 18, 1961, which was adjourned 
to June 24, 1961 at 8:00 P.M., was called to order at 8:15 P.M. on 
June 24, 1961 by the Moderator, Roland Sallada, who read a statement 
which had previously been approved by all members of the School 
Board and is incorporated as part of the record of the meeting and 
is on file. 

At the suggestion of David Nixon a rising vote of thanks was accorded 
the study committee. 

Milton Elliott, chairman of the study committee, gave his report. 
Elliott Hersey moved that the report be accepted as given. This was 
seconded by Rheba Locke. It was so voted. 

Milton Elliott made a motion, seconded by Logan Dickie, that the 
present studv committee be discharged and a new committee be 
formed at this meeting to further study a more acceptable plan of 
consolidation, its progress to be reported at the annual March meeting. 
The new committee consisting of — the three School Board members, 
one member of Selectmen, three appointed by the Selectmen, three 
appointed by the School Board. It was so voted in the affirmative. 

A motion was made by Fred Cann, seconded by Merrill Todd, that 
the District vote by ballot and checklist to reconsider the action taken 
under Article 9. 

Rheba Locke requested that the vote be by secret ballot and the 
checklist be used. 

It was voted by secret ballot and the checklist was used. There 
were 281 ballots cast with 149 Yes and 132 No. The motion carried. 

A motion was made by Fred Cann, seconded by Reginald Hayes, 
that the District vote by ballot to discontinue the New Boston High 
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School as provided in RSA 194:35, such discontinuance to take effect 
on July 1, 1962, and to have the School Board petition the Superior 
Court forthwith to that effect. :; 

It was voted by secret ballot and checklist with a total number of 
265 votes cast with 144 Yes and 121 No. The motion carried. 

Raymond Barss offered an amendment, seconded by Paul Werner, 
town furnish any and all transportation expenses to any school, approved 
or comprehensive, if and when the school is closed. Dean Yost made 
the amendment that “Public’ "be inserted before the word “School”. 
This was seconded by Rev. George Lewis. The amendment carried. 

Raymond Barss offered an amendment, seconded by Paul Werner, 
to delete “Town” and insert “School District”. The amendment carried. 

The motion as amended did not carry. 

A motion made by Fred Cann, seconded by James Dane, that the 
School District pay the tuition of all pupils to an approved High School 
and provide transportation to one school to be designated by the School 
Board. Pupils attending an approved high school other than the desig- 
nated school shall have a transportation allowance in cash equal to 
the average cost of transportation as determined by the State Board 
of Education. 

Clifton Wilson offered an amendment, seconded by Bart Hooper, that 
cash of $300.00 be paid instead of $50.00 per pupil. Charles French, 
on a point of order, suggested, that the amendment was out of order 
and the Moderator concurred, the reason being that Mr. Wilson had 
mentioned a stated amount of money. 

The motion as offered by Fred Cann carried. 

A motion was made by Fred Cann, seconded by Yvonne Gomes, 
that the School Board be requested to present at the next meeting of 
the School District a method of handling the pupils of the 7th and 
8th grades, with two proposals to be voted on: (1) showing the costs 
of an addition to present elementary facilities, and (2) the other showing 
the costs of paying tuition of said grades, the intention being for the 
voters to decide which plan to follow. It was so voted in the affirmative. 

The meeting adjourned at 11:00 P.M.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 


Many of the achievements listed in last year’s report have been con- 
tinued and expanded during the past year. The most important step 
in the improvement of the elementary school was the establishment 
of a single grade per room. For brevity’s sake, a discussion of other 
achievements will not be repeated in this report. Instead, I should 
like to devote the major portion of this report to a very brief discussion 
of the greatest problem presently facing the district; the selection of 
the most advantageous plan in connection with the education of our 
high school students. 

The major decision, that of closing the high school, has been made 
by a majority of the voters and a superior court order. 

It is a matter of record that this majority was small and that this 
vote took place at an adjourned district meeting. Nevertheless, it was 
an outgrowth and a demonstration of the democratic process that is 
so vital in the world of today. 

The next decision that the district must face is the selection of the 
high schools or school that the majority of voters desire to have their pupils 
attend upon a tuition basis for the next year, or, if a tuition contract 
is required, for the next five or more years. 

Because this decision is so important and will have such far reaching 
effects, it is necessary that the district make the best decision at the 
March meeting in terms of what will be best for their children and the 
community, both educationally and financially. 

The district may decide to make a tuition contract for a specified 
length of time and during that interval to explore with neighboring 
towns any possibility of the formation of a cooperative high school, 
grades seven through twelve. 

This type of school might be more acceptable to a district, which 
has had a high school as long as New Boston has, in that even though 
the school might not be located here, local representation would be on 
its School Board. 

In the event that this cooperative venture should not succeed, our 
pupils will still be receiving a better education on a tuition basis in 
a neighboring town than was possible in our own high school. The 
reason for this is that a larger student body, faculty, and budget makes 
possible a larger and much more varied curriculum, more advantageous 
pupil grouping, more educational tools and supplies, a better trained 
and more experienced faculty, ete. 

The high school situation through the past decade has evoked varied 
feelings and it is probably safe to state that these have become more 
bitter with cach passing year. During this time New Boston has 
watched its neighbors in their local attempts to solve their respective 
problems and has seen the proposed three-town cooperative high school 
defeated twice by two neighboring towns. 

Therefore, it seems reasonable and logical that for the present we 
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solve our own problems in the best way open to us; that of tuition, at 
least for a relatively short period of time which would not restrict New 
Boston too long and which would still allow further consideration of 
other plans. 

May I again take this opportunity to express my sincere appreciation 
to the New Boston School Board for their assistance and cooperation, 
and to the teachers and citizens of New Boston who have given us their 
support and understanding.
